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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amendment to claim 1 producing a lube base stock having a pour point between -9oC and -54oC, a viscosity 
index between about 165 and 136, kinematic viscosity at 100oC between about 6 and 5 cSt in a yield between about 59 and 20 wt % 
based on the feed, and amendment to claim 2 narrowing the temperature range from 500-800oF to 600-700oF and from 400- 700oF to 
500-600oF and restricting the LHSV from 0.1-10 h-1 to 0.5-2 h-1, will require further consideration and search . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's argument that Yen process is not 
producing a lube oil because his products end at 330 oF+, is not persuasive because Yen uses charge stock with boiling range from 
259.2oF to 1106 oF (Column 8, lines 45-55). If this charge stock is going fordewaxing, higher boiling fractions in the lube oil range are 
being produced. The Applicant's arguments on claiml are not persuasive because they are based on non-entered amendment. 
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
